Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  during  the 
past  year. 

The  Urban  District  of  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  is  situated  on 
the  estuary  of  the  Mersey  to  the  North  of  Bootle,  and  having  on 
its  eastern  boundary  agricultural  land  for  its  entire  length. 

There  are  two  streams,  one  to  the  north  and  east,  forming  the 
northern  and  eastern  boundary,  called  the  Warrenhouse  Gutter, 
and  another  to>  the  south-east,  which  is  partly  the  southern 
boundary,  and  is  named  the  Rimrose  Brook.  They  flow  for  a 
considerable  distance  in  pipes,  and  are  more  or  less  polluted  by 
the  drainage  received  before  entering  our  District,  but  not  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  be  detrimental  to  health.  The  portions  under  our 
control  are  periodically  cleaned  out  by  the  owners  of  the  land 
adjoining.  The  sub-soil  is  drift  sand  on  a  red  sand-stone  bottom, 
and  the  general  configuration  of  the  District  is  flat.  The  area 
of  the  District,  exclusive  of  area  covered  by  water,  is  740  acres, 
but  by  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Local  Board  Act,  1892,  the 
western  boundary  of  the  District  was  declared  to  be  the  line  of 
low-water  mark  of  the  lowest  spring  tide  of  the  estuary  of  the 
River  Mersey,  which  gives  a  total  of  1,524  acres. 

OPEN  SPACES.- — This  District  is  well  provided  with  open 
spaces,  as  there  are  three  recreation  grounds,  one  at  the  south  end 
containing  about  1-|  acres,  and  one  near  the  middle  of  45  acres. 
There  is  also  a  park  at  the  north  end  containing  20J  acres. 

POPULATION. — The  Census  population  for  1911  was  26,396, 
and  the  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  1919 
was,  for  the  Birthrate  29,895,  and  for  the  Deathrate  28,698.  In  my 
opinion  the  population  is  very  much  under-estimated. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. — The  number  of  deaths  of  persons  in  or 
belonging  to  the  District  during  the  year  from  diseases  of  an 
infectious  nature  was  35,  which  is  a  deathrate  of  1.22  per  1,000.

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BIRTHRATE. — There  were  557  births  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  272  were  males,  and  285  females,  which 
gives  a  birthrate  of  18.59  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
Last  year  the  births  numbered  556,  giving  a  birthrate  of  17.98  per 
1,000  per  annum.  The  birthrate  for  England  and  Wales  is  18.50  per 
1,000  total  population. 

DEATHRATE. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents 
belonging  to  the  District  during  the  year  numbered  421,  shewing  a 
deathrate  of  14.67  per  1,000  per  annum,  this  estimate  is  based  on 
the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for  civilian  population 
only.  In  1918  there  were  431  deaths,  giving  a  deathrate  of  15.53 
per  1,000  per  annum. 

The  deathrate  for  England  and  Wales  is  13.80  per  1,000  per 
annum. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE.— There  were  41  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives  a  deathrate  of  73.60  per 
1,000  births.  Ten  deaths  were  attributed  to  Congenital  Debility 
and  Malformation,  including  Premature  Birth,  8  to  Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia  and  Influenza,  6  to  Diarrhoea,  3  to  Measles,  and  14  to 
various  causes.  As  compared  with  1918,  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  is  lower,  the  deaths  last  year  being  48.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  89  per  1,000  births.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount  of  cash,  certain  extras 
have  been  supplied  when  necessary,  such  as  clothing,  bedding,  etc. 

The  above  does  not,  of  course,  include  persons  relieved  in  the 
Institutions  of  the  LTnion. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER. — The  water  supplied  to  the  District  is  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks.  There  is  a  constant  supply  of 
excellent  quality,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

STREAMS  and  WATERCOURSES  in  the  District  have  been 
cleansed  by  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  adjoining  lands. 

DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE. — The  sewers  and  drains  are  in 
good  condition,  and  periodically  flushed  by  the  CounciEs  staff. 
The  sewage  is  discharged  without  treatment  into  the  Estuary  of 
the  River  Mersey  at  low  water  mark,  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  smoke  test  is 
applied  to  the  drains  of  both  old  and  new  property. 

Water  closets  with  cisterns  are  provided  to  houses,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  pail  closets  in  an  agricultural  part  of  the 
District. 

HOUSE  REFUSE.— The  house  refuse  is  removed  in  covered 
vans,  and  the  scavenging  is  done  by  the  CounciEs  Staff  in  an 
efficient  manner.  The  refuse  is  deposited  and  buried  at  a  tip, 
which  is  low-lying,  water-logged  land.  This  work  greatly  improves 
the  land,  and  a  very  large  portion  is  under  cultivation  by 
allotment  holders. 

NUISANCES. — Two  thousand  and  ninety-seven  nuisances 
have  been  dealt  with  during  the  period  under  review;  a  tabulated 
list  of  them  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS.— The  schools  are  in  a 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition,  and  there  is  at  each  an  ample 
supply  of  drinking  water  from  the  main. 

All  the  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  from  24th  February  to 
17th  March  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Influenza. 

MILK  SUPPLY. — The  milk  supply  to  the  District  receives 
careful  attention;  cowsheds  and  milkshops  are  regularly  visited, 
and  owners  are  warned  when  any  contravention  of  the  Regulations 
is  noticed. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to1  Professor 
Beattie  for  bacteriological  examination.  Two  samples  of  railway 
milk  were  certified  to  be  tuberculous,  and  the  County  Council  were 
notified. 

Supervision  is  kept  over  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District; 
60  lbs.  of  mutton  and  22  lbs.  of  bacon  were  surrendered  and 
destroyed. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED.— Six  hundred  and 
forty- three  eases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified,  and 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  were  removed  to  hospital.  The 
following  table  indicates  the  different  diseases,  together  with  the 
locality  and  removals  to  hospital:  —

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  the  year,  the  total  number  being  643  as  compared 
with  993  in  1918.  This  is  due  to  a  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
Measles,  the  number  being  275  as  compared  with  685  last  year.  Of 
the  total  number,  134  occurred  amongst  children  of  school  age, 
i.e.,  5  to  13  years.  All  the  cases  were  visited  and  the  necessary 
records  kept. 

Measles  would  have  ceased  to  be  a  notifiable  disease  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  the  Council,  recognising  the  value  of  early 
notification,  made  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
continuance  of  the  notification  of  Measles,  which  was  granted  after 
considering  the  methods  adopted  in  the  District  for  dealing  with 
this  disease. 

There  were  164  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  against  106  in  the 
previous  year,  while  Diphtheria  shows  an  increase  of  5  cases. 

An  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  Seaforth  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  This  was  successfully  dealt  with,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  we  had  great  difficulty  in  getting  cases 
removed  to  hospital. 

The  Council  supplied  26,000  units  of  anti-toxin  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  contacts.  Four  swabs  from 
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suspected  cases  ot  Diphtheria,  and  five  swabs  from  Cerebro -Spinal 
Fever  contacts,  were  certified  to  be  negative. 

During  the  year  there  were  44  deaths  from  Influenza;  of  these, 
17  occurred  in  February  and  24  in  March.  This  was  the  end  of 
the  epidemic  which  commenced  in  October,  1918. 

In  January,  Dr.  W  ise’s  film  on  Influenza,  loaned  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  was  shown  at  three  Picture  Halls. 

A  nurse  was  employed  by  the  Council  to  help  in  nursing 
necessitous,  urgent  cases  of  Influenza  in  March. 

MALARIA. — All  the  cases  had  been  in  the  Army,  and  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  outside  the  United  Kingdom. 

TLBERCULOSIS — Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1912,  I  received  119  notifications  referring  to  55  new 
cases  suffering  from  various  phases  of  this  disease.  Duplication 
of  these  certificates  is  unavoidable,  owing  to  the  changes  of 
residence  and  medical  advisers.

The  following  brief  report  of  the  operation  of  Sanatorium 
Benefit,  etc.,  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  to  residents  in 
Waterloo-with-Seaforth  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Laird:  —

All  the  insured  applicants  received  domiciliary  treatment 
except  two,  who  had  no  panel  doctor,  and  were  kept  under 
dispensary  supervision.  Nineteen  were  admitted  to  institutions, 
and  fourteen  received  special  nourishment  in  addition  to 
domiciliary  treatment.  One  patient  had  tuberculin  treatment. 
Two  of  the  applicants  have  since  died,  and  three  have  left  the 
District. 

Of  the  non-insured  applicants  eight  were  admitted  to 
institutions  and  four  received  treatment  or  supervision  at  the 
Dispensary.  Three  patients  have  died,  and  one  has  left  the 
District.

Housing* 

There  are  6,281  houses  in  the  District.  Of  these,  2,253  are 
estimated  to  be  within  the  limit  of  rental  of  £16  per  annum.  No 
houses  for  the  working  classes  were  erected  during  the  year.  There 
is  a  deficiency  of  housing  accommodation,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
462  houses  will  be  required.  The  CounciTs  scheme  for  dealing  with 
this  important  matter  was  approved  by  the  Housing  Commissioner 
on  9th  December,  1919  The  District  has  no  unhealthy  areas. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

Under  this  Act  527  notifications  of  births  were  received;  105 
were  sent  in  by  medical  practitioners,  378  by  midwives,  4  by  parents, 
and  information  was  received  with  regard  to  40  from  the  Registrar 
of  Births.  Miss  Sutton,  whose  Report  is  appended,  visited  465  of 
the  babies,  and  gave  advice  to  mothers  where  necessary. 

Snfant  Consultation  and  Maternity  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  inaugurated  in  February,  1917,  and  there  have 
been  this  year — 

87  infant  consultations  and  98  re-consultations. 

11  ante-natal  consultations  and  3  re-consultations. 

* 

9  post-natal  consultations  and  5  re-consultations. 

The  prevalent  infantile  complaints  have  been  Umbelical 
Hernia,  Phimosis,  Rickets  and  Bronchitis.  A  few  cases  of 
Congenital  Syphilis  have  been  met  with,  both  in  mothers  and 
children.  These  cases  have  been  treated  or  referred  to  the  Venereal 
Clinic  at|  Bootle  Borough  Hospital,  as  advised  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

The  grant  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  aid  of 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work  in  1919  was  £362  9s.  0d.,  being 
one  half  the  approved  expenditure. 
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The  ladies  of  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society  have 
done  very  valuable  work  in  connection  with  Infant  Welfare  in  the 
District.  In  addition  to  the  foods,  etc.,  supplied  to-  the  mothers  and 
children,  they  promoted  a  successful  Baby  Show  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  July,  for  which  there  were  110  entries. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Act,  1918,  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  has 
been  appointed,  consisting  of  twelve  members  of  the  Council  and 
six  ladies  of  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society. 

Health  Visitor’s  Report. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  527  births  were 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  1919.  Of  the  births 
notified  465  were  visited.  Three  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
have  been  notified  during  the  year ;  these  were  kept  under  constant 
supervision,  and  in  this  connection  78  visits  were  paid.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  all  the  cases  made  a  good  recovery.  1,028 
re-visits  were  made  to  infants  under  one  year,  and  1,059  to  infants 
from  1  to  5  years  of  age,  and  wherever  considered  necessary  the 
parents  were  advised  to  obtain  medical  aid.  217  special  visits  were 
made  to  the  children. 


Measles. 

For  the  period  under  review  275  cases  were  notified.  322  visits 
were  paid  to  the  homes  of  the  patients,  and  the  .occupiers  instructed 
with  regard  to  isolation  of  patients  and  the  disinfection  of  the 
infected  rooms. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

I  have  visited  8  cases  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  which  were 
notified  during  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October. 
The  cases  were  kept  under  supervision. 

Fabrics  Misdescription  Act,  1913. 

Twenty-five  shops  were  visited,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Act 
found. 

School  for  Mothers,  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 

The  School  for  Mothers  at  Seaforth  is  continuing  successfully, 
the  average  attendance  being  37.  At  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
Waterloo,  the  average  attendance  was  34. 

On  each  occasion  the  new  babies  are  stripped  and  weighed, 
and  the  routine  weighing  of  all  babies  is  continued;  records  of  the 
weights  are  charted  and  kept  for  reference  in  the  Clinic,  a  copy  also 
being  given  to  each  mother. 
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The  making  of  garments  for  young  children  is  encouraged, 
and  ladies  of  the  District  attend  voluntarily  each  week  to  assist  the 
mothers  in  choosing  material  and  cutting  out  garments,  which  are 
mostly  hand-sewn  whilst  the  mothers  are  listening  to  the  lecture. 
During  the  year  596  garments  were  finished  at  the  two  Centres,  as 
against  357  in  1918. 

The  Penny  Savings  Bank  is  a  great  help  to  the  mothers. 
During  the  Bank  year  ending  November,  1919,  826  deposits, 
equalling  £108  9s.  3d.,  had  been  made. 

During  the  year  the  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  Health  Society 
have  given  assistance  to  96  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  198 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  4,831  quarts  of  milk  have  been 
supplied,  and  also  244  lbs.  of  oatmeal ;  also  28  new-laid  eggs  were 
considered  necessary.  Each  case  has  been  personally  and  regularly 
visited,  and  the  circumstances  entered  into  by  ladies  of  the 
Committee.  Glaxo,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt,  and  Benger’s  Food, 
are  supplied  to  needy  cases  at  cost  price. 

Four  Maternity  Bags  are  available  for  expectant  mothers,  and 
these  have  been  used  16  times  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Society  also  sell  Fireguards  at  cost  price,  i.e.,  3s., 
and  have  one  perambulator  which  is  loaned  out. 

During  Baby  Week,  before  closing  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
for  the  summer  vacation,  the  Health  Society  entertained  the 
mothers  and  children  attending  to  a  picnic  in  the  country;  also 
at  Christmas  time  a  very  successful  social  was  held  in  the  Town 
Hall,  Waterloo.  *

respect  to  seamen  from  ships  or  ports  where  there  was  Plague, 
Smallpox,  Typhus,  etc.,  and  the  men  were  kept  under  observation.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  past  year,  together  with 
particulars  of  the  nuisances  abated  and  improvements  effected 
thereby. 

inspection  of  the  District. 

During  the  year,  1,516  inspections  were  made,  as  compared  with 
1,164  last  year. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  80  times  to  house  drains,  and 
a  number  of  defects  were  found. 

Notices,  etc.,  Served, 

710  preliminary  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances  found 
in  the  course  of  inspection  were  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers, 
most  of  which  received  prompt  attention.  In  135  instances 
nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  Statutory 
Notices  ordered  to  be  served.  It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  176 
Statutory  Notices.  In  29  instances  the  Council  did  the  work  in 
default,  and  charged  the  several  owners  with  the  cost.  The  various 
premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  with  the 
object  of  seeing  that  the  notices  were  complied  with,  the  number  of 
such  re-inspections  being  1,399. 

106  letters  were  written  to  owners  calling  attention  to  notices 
which  had  not  been  attended  to.  I  have  also  interviewed  owners, 
occupiers  and  contractors  on  the  properties  with  regard  to  works 
in  connection  with  notices. 
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Flushing  of  House  Drains. 

The  Surveyor  has  furnished  the  following  particulars  of  the 
work  done  in  his  Department  in  connection  with  the  flushing  of 
house  drains:  — 

In  522  instances  drains  were  found  to  be  in  a  choked  condition, 
and  486  were  cleared  by  the  flushers  at  time  of  visit.  Where  they 
could  not  deal  with  the  chokages,  or  other  structural  defects  were 
found,  a  reference  was  made  to  the  Sanitary  Department,  the 
number  of  such  references  being  107.

Examination  of  Food. 

I  submitted  24  samples  of  milk  to  Professor  Beattie  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Two  of  the  samples  of  railway  milk 
were  certified  to  be  tubercular.  The  County  Council  were  notified, 
and  they  have  taken  action  in  the  matter.  The  bacillus  coli 
communis  was  present  in  18  samples,  but  not  in  excess. 


Inspection  of  the  Food  Supply. 

The  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District  has  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  several  parcels  were  destroyed.

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Control  of  Infectious  Disease. 

210  first  visits  and  423  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  houses  where 
Infectious  Disease  has  occurred.  Enquiries  were  made  into  each 
case.  290  intimations  were  sent  to  Head  Teachers  regarding  school 
children  from  houses  where  there  was  an  Infectious  Disease,  and 
in  every  case  Milk  Dealers  were  notified. 

288  rooms  at  dwelling-houses  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
papers  being  scraped  from  oft  the  walls  wherever  necessary.  In 
42  instances  rooms  were  scraped  by  order  of  the  Council  in  default 
of  Notices  served. 

Disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given  to  the  ratepayers  when 
Infectious  Sickness  occurred  in  their  homes. 

The  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  625  times,  5,721  articles 
of  bedding,  etc.,  being  disinfected,  and  73  articles  were  destroyed 
at  the  request  of  the  owners.  163  library  books  were  disinfected. 

During  the  year  visits  were  paid  to  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and 
Milkshops,  Factories,  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  in  the  District, 
and  reports  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  from  time  to  time 
as  to  the  condition  of  these  premises. 


House  Refuse. 


The  removal  of  the  contents  of  ashpits,  ashbins  and  shop  refuse 
is  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  the  Council’s  own  Staff,  the 
refuse  being  placed  in  covered  vans  for  disposal  at  the  tip.  The 
ashbins  are  emptied  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  about  300  in  the 
larger  houses  at  an  easy  distance  from  the  tip,  which  are  emptied 
twice  a  week.  Refuse  is  removed  from  shops  three  times  a  week.

258,178.
